Water Rates Go Up Jan | 


The Wilmington Re-Develop- 
ment Authority plan for converting 
thirty acres of waste land off 
Eames Street into an area of in- 
dustrial development took a major 
step, Monday night, when plans 
were presented to the Board of 
Selectmen and informally approved 
by the Selectmen, 

Robert Leahy and Rene LaRivee 
made the presentation, and re- 
quested that there be an article in 
the warrant for the annual Town 
Meeting, which would allow the 
WRA to proceed on land taking by 
eminent domain, 

Leahy and LaRivee recommend- 
ed that all the land be combined 
into one parcel; that the twohomes 

mn Cook Hill be exempted from the 

eminent domain proceedings; that 
the land be arranged into four par- 
cels as shown by one of the maps 
submitted, and that a portion of 
parcel 1, a 30 acre parcel, now 
zoned for residences, be rezoned 
for industry, 

The total cost of assembly ofthe 
land would be about $300,000, they 
told the Selectmen, They had al- 
Teady spent $58,000 of this in the 
planning stage, of which one quar- 
ter is to be paid by the town and 
three quarters by the state,

rate of interest the open De- 
partment figured it could just bare- 
ly squeak by, except that they had 
other expenses facing them. 

There has to be a cleaning of 
one of the town’s standpipes, and 
there has to be a cement re-lining 
of many miles of water main in 
town, which, during the past 30 
years, have accumulated rust. 

The Water Department needed, 
he said, a 25% increase, 

This, for a home, would mean a 
charge of $7.50 minimum per quar- 
ter, for 1500 gallons of water. 

George Boylen wanted to know 
about the rates for industry. Quite 
a long discussion ensued, 

For large users the cost 1s $2.25 
per 1500 gallon minimum, he was 
told, The reason was that only 
large pipes were used, instead of 
many small ones, and the industry 
costs were met promptly, 

The water rates, and the formu- 
la for figuring them, Blake said, 
were based on the methods ap- 
proved by the New England water 
Tates, Boylen continued to persist 
that the cost was unfair to the res~ 
ident owner, since industry was the 
cause of the increased gallonage 
that had to be pumped, 

Blake then announced that there 
would be an additional charge on 
industry, The Town of Wilmington 
is now going to assess the indus- 
trial plants for their fire preven- 
tion systems, for which the town 
has to maintain an adequate pres- 
sure, This, he said, would in- 
crease the costs to the industrial 
users, 

TM Sterling Morris, reviewing 
the rates, said that the Board of 
Water Commissioners had done 
‘extremely well’, 

The conversation changed to the 


wells, such as Wilmington has, 
and 2 400 foot radius from a driven 
well, 

The land in question was already 
restricted by the Board of Health, 
Blake said - ‘so why buy it?’ 

Banda said that there 
was no telling what the future could 
bring.

about a Howard Johnson’s, The
